the entire campaign. 
Mr. Graham's

Mr. 
Graham testified to In u rin g a conver­

TOLD BY CORRESPONDENT 
GRAHAM. 


RAYS COMMODORE WAS COOL 


W itness flaw None of the Alleged 
Traces of Anxiety tend Excitement. 
Lieutenant Simpeon Gives a Vivid 
Description of the Battle of July 3 
and tho Part Played In It by the 
Brooklyn—Other W itnesses Testify. 
W ashington. Oct. 23.—The 8chley 
court of inquiry opened with Lieuten­ 
ant B. W Wells, Jr., who was Com­ 
modore Schley’s flag lieutenant dur­ 
ing the Spanish war. still on the stand, 
but he was soon displaced to allow 
yeoman Albert V. Mason, who had 
written the Brooklyn’s log for the 
period covering the Santiago cam 
paign, to testify. Mr. Mason explained 
the erasures in the log entry referring 
to the Brooklyn’s turn on the day of 
the battle off Santiago. He was fol­ 
lowed by Mr. George E. Graham, who, 
as an Associated Press correspondent 
was with Commodore Schley during 
the entire campaign 
Mr. Graham 's 
testimony covered mil the principal 
events of the campaign and dlsrusaed 
especially the bombardment of the 
Spanish ship Colon on May 31 and the 
battle off Santiago on July 3. 
Mr. 
Graham testified to hearing a conver­ 
sation between Commodore Bchtey 
and Captain Sigsbee when the latter 
catue aboard the flagship Brooklyn off 
Santiago May 2ti. lie said he had 
distinctly heard Captain Hlgebeo tell 
the commodore that the Spanish fleet 
was not inside the harbor at Santiago. 
Mr. Graham also stated that Admiral 
Schley had told him that the object of 
the bombardment of May 31 was to 
develop the Spanish land batteries 
and he aald that the range was fixed 
at 1.000 or 7.&00 yards, in order to 
draw their lire. He further aald, with 
reference to the events of this engage­ 
ment, that he had heard no conversa­ 
tion In which Commodore Schley had 
said that the officers in their white 
uniforms were conspicuous objects. 
Mr. Graham detailed a conversation 
between Commodore Schley and Cap­ 
tain Robley D. Evans, which 
took 
place sfter the Santiago engagement. 
There was some discussion over the 
arimissahlllty of this statem ent, hut 
the court decided that any conversa 
lion between the commodore and any 
one else bearing upon the rase was 
adm issible. 
No W ritten Orders of Bsttle. 
The elim ination of Lieutenant 
Wells was conducted by Captain Letn* 
ly. The witness aald there had been 
no written or printed order of battle, 
but that on the day before Clnnfaegow 
was reached some special instructions 
wsre sent to the ships by the Scorpion 
The next witness was Albert V. 
Mason. He was the writer of the 
Brooklyn** log during the Cutían ram 
paign. Regarding the change In the 
account of the battle off Santiago he 
•aid the log bad been changed at the 
instance of Lieutenant Hodgson. 
George Edward Graham, the Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent, was then 
called. He recounted the conversa 
Hon between Commodore Schley and 
Captain Sigsbee on May 26. In reply 
to Schley's question “Have we got 
them . Sigsbee?” Captain Sigsbee said: 
“No. they are not here. I have been 
here for a week and they are not 
h*-re ” The > a plain said he had been 
In very close and Captain Cotton had 
been in and cot a cable and he was 
positive the Spanish fleet was not 
there. 
Mr Graham was aboard the Massa­ 
chusetts during the bombardment of 
the Colon on May II. He was with 
the commodcre ill of the time during 
the reconnoiseance and did not hear 
any of the alleged conversations be 
tween the commodore and Hlgginson 
and Potts, He also «aid he did not 
hear Schley say anything about “pot 
ting the Colon.** 
Describing the battle of July 3 1 
Mr Graham said that Commodore 
Schley had gotten to a position In 
front of th# conning tower as soon as j 
the nose of \he first Spanish ship ap­ 
peared. 
Continuing the witness said that by 
the time Brooklyn completed her turn* 
(and he thought the turn had been 
continuously to the right) the three I 
leading Spanish ships had emerge*! 
from the harbor 
Schley Was Absolutely Cool. 
He said the commodore stood all the 
time on the side of the fire so thst he i 
rotiki see what was going on. He was 
absolutely cool and sent continuous 
messages to the men to cheer them 
up When Eflia' head was shot off hej 
wipe*! some of the blood from his own j 
person and as the men picked the 
body up to throw it overboard, when 
the rest stood horrified, he calmly 
m id; “Don't throw that body over 
Take it below and w# wilt give It 
Christian burial ” When the Vlacaya 
went ashore the commodore went into 
the conning tower and him self called | 
down the tube to th** men b**low:

modore Schley, corroborated Mr. Gra­ 
ham ’s testimony regarding the con ver­ 
nation between the commodore and 
Captain Sigsbee May 26. 
Lieutenant Commander Rush, watch 
and division officer of the Brooklyn, 
described the Brooklyn's “loop” and 
thought it a necessary movement. He 
was siso inclined to think the Viscaya 
m eant to ram the Brooklyn, and said 
that the Spanish ships did not come 
out to exceed three-quarters of a mile 
from the mouth of the harbor. 
Lieutenant Commander Rush was 
succeeded on the stand by Lieutenant 
Edward Simpson, who was also a 
watch officer on the Brooklyn. 
He 
told the story of ihe campaign from 
the start from Key W ast to the battle 
of July 3. 
Flrsd th# First Gun, 
Lieutenant Simpson had occupied 
a position forward when the battle of 
July 3 began, and he fired the first 
gun.The range was given at 3.500 yards, 
and the Maria Teresa was right in 
line. The b-ast range he had heard 
was 1,400 yards. He was utiaflie to 
testify concerning the loop because 
he had to repair his guns. 
After the turn he said that he had 
again picked up the forward Spanish 
ship, which was still the Maria Teresa 
He could hear the sm aller shots, in­ 
dicating close range, and during the 
entire time he had heard Commodore 
Schley's voice frequently cheering the 
men. Again, when he saw the VI#- 
caya’s fire slackened, he heard the 
commodore give the order “lire de­ 
liberately, boys.” He had at that time 
observed the Viscaya turn toward the 
Brooklyn, but she had received a shot 
which turned her to the shore. At 
this point the witness described the 
coming up of the Oregon. 
“It was after the Marla Teresa had 
dropped astern and we had only two 
ships to conteml with, I got the cry 
that one of the Spanish ships was on 
fire and heading for the beach. 1 
tried It» see her.

We 
still held her and finally commenced 
gaining on her and the Oregon. Nine 
thousand yards was the elevation of 
my forward guns. I wna ordered oc­ 
casionally to try a shot at the Colon 
simply for range.

TO THE PARENTS. 


More Details of the Accidental 
Killing of Little Doris 
Berry in Iowa. 


PARTICULARLY SWEET CHILD. 


Mrs. Berry in Erad Health and 
Some Fear is Entertained 
Rerardinf Her 
The following account of the acci­ 
dental killing of little Doris Berry, 
m ention of which was made in T he 
Dispatch a few days ago, appeared in 
the Davenport, la. Democrat: 
“The victim was little Doris Berry, 
daughterof Mr. and Mrs. R. E. Beiry, 
of 1216 Ferry street. While riding 
her bicycle on an errand for her 
mother she came into accidental col­ 
lision with a horse and buggy that 
was passing the place, and was 
tbrowo down at»d run over. Goocus- 
sion of the bruin resulted from a blow 
on the head, inflicted in some man­ 
ner not precisely known, but prob­ 
ably by a fall upon the ground. The 
child lingered, * toad i If declining, till 
midnight, when she died. 
“Mrs. Berry bad been with a friend 
at a nearby store at which they both 
made a purchase. In some manner 
they exchanged packages. 
Upon 
discovering the error, after her re­ 
turn home, Mrs. Berry called her lit­ 
tle daughter, and told her to take 
back to tbe other lady the package 
that had been brought home by mis­ 
take, and get the right one in its 
stead. She had discharged this 
errand so far as to be within half a 
block of her home on her return, 
when the accident happened. 
“There were two vehicles at ornear 
the (dace at tbe time. It ap|jeura 
that the child became confused in her 
etTorts to dodge them all,and sócame 
against the one that struck her. The 
driver of this vehicle, a German 
farmer living north of the city, 
stopped at once and joined the peo­ 
ple who hail gathered in looking 
after the child. The man was un­ 
doubtedly wholly innoosat of any in­ 
tention to be carelesN, and was deeply 
affected by what had happened, 
“The bystanders carried the little 
one into the house, aud Dr. Header 
was called. It was not possible to 
accurately judge of her condition at 
the time, and when the child seemed 
to fall asleep it was thought that she 
was under the influence of medicine 
th at had been given her. Near mid­ 
night it was discovered that she was 
very low. and evidently failing fast. 
Doctors were hastily called, the 
mother hurrying after one while the 
father went for another, but when 
they returned to their home their 
daughter was dead. The? wen? over­ 
come by the shock. 
“The little girl so suddenly remov­ 
ed from a home in which ahe was the 
only child, was Id years of age last 
December She was bright and in­ 
teresting, and a favorite in the neigh­ 
borhood, and the very light of tin* 
home. The stricken parents exoner­ 
ate the man who participated in the 
fatal collision, teeing that the event 
was one of those street accidents that 
happen with the beat of intentions. 
' * M r. Be rry and b ia fa ml !y came here 
seven months ago from Milwaukee. 
They are comparative strangers in 
the city, and yet they have gathered 
about them a number of friends who 
have done what they could to soften 
the blow to them.

T . Szadinski, a Polish priest of the 
Rom an Catholic church. 
Czolgosz’ req u est for a priest of his 
ow n nationality w as m ade know n to 
W arden Mead in th e morning. 
F ath er 
Szadinski, who is pastor of St. S ta n ­ 
islau s -church, Roc hester, w as in th e 
city a tten din g th e 40 hours’ devotions 
of Bt. A lphonsine church 
and was 
asked to visit th e prisoner. 
In the 
afternoon he w ent to th e prison and 
rem ained th e re a b o u t an hour. 
T he Interview betw een p riest and 
prisoner proved very unsatisfactory to 
both. 
It took place in the condem ned 
m a n ’s cell and th e conversation w as 
c arried on in Polish. 
D uring the in­ 
terview Czolgosz said 
th at he had 
been baptized in th e Rom an Catholic 
faith in the Polish church in Detroit. 
He had abandoned the church early in 
life and had lost ail faith in its teach ­ 
ings. 
F ath er Szadinski urged him to 
renounce his belief Iq anarchy and re ­ 
tu rn to the faith of his early years. 
Czolgosz declared his inability to do 
no, and he w as inform ed th a t unless 
he could, th e consolation of the church 
would 
be denied him. 
T he priest 
urged the condem ned m an to consider 
the m a tte r c arefully and told .him th at 
if at any tim e he decided to re-em- 
brace the faith he w*ould re tu rn from 
his hom e in R o ch ester and stay with 
him until the end. 
F a th e r S z a d in slv before tak in g his 
departure, left with Czolgosz 
some 
Catholic lite ra tu re printed in Polish, 
and also some em blem s of the church. 
Czolgosz a ssu re d 
F a th e r Szadinski 
th a t in case he determ ined to accept 
the offices of religion he would send 
for him, but he did not hold out much 
hope th a t he would renounce the doc­ 
trines of anarchy .

SENT FOR A PRIEST, 


Caolgoez Resize* That Hi# Exacutton 
la Feet Approaching. 
Auburn, N. Y„ 
Oct. 23.—Leon F. 
Csoigoex, the assassin of 
President 
McKinley, who la awaiting electrocu­ 
tion In the prison here 
during the 
week commenci 
next Monday, fully 
realising that his death la now a ques­ 
tion of a few daya, has naked for spir­ 
itual consolation and during the after- 
•oon received a visit from the Rev. 
T. Ssadlnaki. a Polish priest of the 
Roman Catholic church. 
Csolgoss* request for a priest of his 
own nationality waa made known to 
Warden Mead In the morning. Father 
Ssadlnaki, who is pastor of St. Stan* 
fainos sphurch. Rochester, waa In the 
city attending the 40 hours* devotions 
of St. Alphonsius church 
and was 
asked to visit the prisoner. 
In the 
afternoon he went to the prison and 
remained there about an hour. 
The Interview between priest and 
prisoner proved very unsatisfactory to 
both, it took place In the condemned 
man’s cell and the conversation was 
carried on In Polish. During the In­ 
terview Csolgoss said 
that be bad 
been baptised In the Roman Catholic 
faith In the Polish church in Detroit. 
He had abandoned the church early in 
life and had lost all faith In Its teach­ 
ings. 
Father Szadlnski urged him to 
renounce his belief lq anarchy and re­ 
turn to the faith of his early years. 
Cxolgoss declared hi* Inability to do 
so. and he was informed that unless 
he could, the consolation of the church 
would 
be denied him. 
The priest 
urged the condemned man to consider 
the matter carefully and told,him that 
if at any time he decided to re-**tn- 
brace the faith he would return from 
his home in Roc hester and stay with 
him until the end. 
Father Szadinslfo before taking his 
departur*. left with Csolgoss 
some 
Catholic literature printed in Polish, 
and also some emblems of the church. 
Cxolgoss ase tired 
Father Ssadinski 
that In case he determined to accept 
the offices of religion he would send 
for him, hut tie did not hold out much 
hope that he would renounce the doc­ 
trines of anarchy.
